AFRICAN SICKNESS 
The Italians have a name for what ruined 
.the axis In north Africa. Benito Mussolini, 
a former war correspondent, calls It "African 
sickness." This Is a virulent disease which 
attacks tho empires that dictators try to 
found upon the defiance of tho laws of God 
and man. It Is highly contagious. Tho Medlr 
■teri-anean Is not broad enough to keep it long 
out of Europe. 

■ But no sickness Is self-produced, and every 
sickness Is spread by germs of one sort or 
other. We would like to believe that the axis' 
African sickness was an act of God, which 
demonstrates tho supremacy of mind over 
matter, of right over might. Unfortunately 
that is not tho case. 

The United States produced the little bugs 
that destroyed the axb In north Africa. We 
made them In our Industrial plants. They 
take the form of tanks and planes, tank 
destroyers and cannon and mortars, machine 
guns and bazookas and automatic rifles and 
carbines, high-octane gasoline, bombs and 
shells, land mines — that Is to say, of ordnance 
and munitions. 

The victory was a United Nirtlons achieve- 
ment. The British provided roost of the man- 
power. The French contributed substantially 
to the constant pressure which eraclced Rom- 
niel'a proud Afrlka korps. But ail three annles 
tiscd. almost exclusively, Amerlcan-madB 
weapons and munitions, - 

Our manpower vastly outnumbered the 
Germans and Italians. Yet this numerical 
aupcrlotlty would have been useless If the 
arsenal of democracy had not supplied the 

■ materieUor an overwhelming superiority of 
fire power, both on the ground and In the 
air. 

Our M-< "Sherman" medium tank proved 
lU auperlorlty to anything tho axis had. Our 
id-lO took destroyer, mounting a fully- 

■ enclosed three-inch high-velocity gun, dem-- 
onstrated Its capacity to knock out anything 
Rommel had, including the 00-ton Marie VI 
tanica from which the desert fox expected 
so much. 

When the Inside story of tho victory of 
Africa Is told, it will be a tale of supreme 
heroism, of brilliant leadership, but above all 
a'tale of how there was concentrated, thous- 
ands of miles from this country, on almost 
IndEBcribable volume of devastating superlor- 
: Jty In fire power. 
- That, also, la how we must win in Italyi'ln 
France, In Greece, In Horway^in Finland, In 
the low countries — wherever our second Eu- 
ropean front or fronts may be established.

NATIONS AT WAR 




BTOCfCHOLM, May 17 (By Wire- 
less)— I hava talked to many peopli 
here about Germany, ond not oni, 
of them has expressed admiration 
tor German efficiency or rflade any 
ot tho comments usually expected 
from pro - nnria. 
On tho contrary, 
they universal^ 
comment on thi 
brutality and ter- 
rorism ot th( 

People here 
make a sharp dls- 
tlncUon between 
the old Germany, 
to which they folt 
close, and naal 
Oennany, which 
they abhor be. 
cause of Its Inhu- 
man treatment of 
conquered peoples. 

This inhumanity Is brought home 
to the Swedes because they are In 
such close and constant cxintact 
wllh occupied Norway. Many Nor- 
wegians escape across tha border to 
this country, and they tell their 
friends here what has happened un- 
der German rule. Even probable 
exaggeraUons are accepted here as 
likely to occur if they have not al- 
ready .occurred, - 

Tho Oermaa treatment of Nor- 
wegians, as much as anything cUe, 
has turned Swedish opinion over- 
whelmingly to the allied aide, de- 
splto a determination to maintain 
neutrality while within the nail 
blockade waU. 

In Denmark It la different The 
Danes are allow^ considerably 
more freedom than the peoples ot 
other occupied countries. The fact 
that Denmark went overwhelmingly 
democratic In the recent election, 
when the'larseat voto la Donlih 
history was caat, made, a deep Im- 
presalon In Sweden aa showing how 
occupied peoples react to naU rule 
oven when specially favored with 
relaUve leniency. 

JJUt the* apwlal horrora ot the 
uaxl order are reserved tor Poland, 
Knowledge of ctrndltlons In Poland 
helps to explain why the uaxU 
could never becane permanent mas- 
ters of Europe, It la Impossible to 
make people accept such oondlUoni, 
or to win the confidence of other 
peoples hi the preaenee of such oon- 
ditlons. That la the bte political 
mistake of tho nuda, which .would 
have ruhied .them even If they had 
won mliltaiY' success, which also la 
now beyond their reach. .

■nd was down to ZSpOO Uils spring. 
They have been removing tha Jews 
at B rate of 3,000 a day. using ma- 
cmne guns when the slightest realst- 
ance Is shown. Ihe nails are reno- 
vating the ghetto quarters, and tho 
Poles fear they are to be herded Into 
Uie ghetto to replace tho Jews, thus 
clearing better sections of Warsaw 
tor the Germans. 

one curious expedient tor reliev- 
ing the German manpower shorlage 
was the taking of several hundred' 
blond Poles and putting them Into 
the German army for aervlce In oc- 
cupied countries. Some of them es- 
cape en route, and Uiua Uie news
